MADAME GOLDSCHMIDT’S LAST CONCERT. 

The very appearance of Exeter-Hall on the 30th ult., was suffi- 
cient evidence of the popularity of Madame Goldschmidt, who, 
in a concert of great excellence, took leave of her admirers on 
that evening. ‘The Nightingale Fund Concert was a pretty good 
squeeze, but this audience must have exceeded it, for assuredly 
there eould not by a little after eight o’clock have been room for 
one more person to stand. ‘The staircases of the west gallery were 
thronged, the sides of the hall were lined with men erect, extra 
‘accommodation for visitors was provided right and left of the 
orchestra, and as to the-wpper platforms, they were closely d, 
and we are assured that the very bellows-blowers at the back of the 
hnge organ, had bare scope for the exercise of their important 
functions. 

The programme,.as might have been expected, held forth little 
attraction in the way of novelty. It was natural that in singing 
‘tarewell,” Madame Goldschmidt should choose monceaug,in the 
execution of which she had achieved much fame, and none of our 
readers would be surprised to know that the famous “Ah non 
e ” with the finale from La Sonnambula, with which she so 
enchanted her hearers at her Majesty’s ‘Theatre, was one of the 
events of the night, or that she faded away as it were from her 
hearers at the conelusion of the concert with the Swedish “ Echo 
Song.” ‘The concert opened with Mozart’s overture, La Clemenza 
di Tito, the overture to the second part being Weber’s Ruler of 
the Sprrits. ye TC 

Mendelssohn’s 55th Psalm for soprano solo and chorus, with 
organ aceompaniment, which hag been ‘frequently done ‘by 
Madame Goldschmidt in Germany, and which she sang at the 
Nightingale Fund Concert, was now repeated : it is not:so complete 
panevelty, since Miss Messent sang it some three or four years

endelssohn himself, the said score having been made for a per- 
furmance prior to that of Miss Messent.

A com- 
poser’s second thoughts are always interesting, and some wise 
man has somewhere said that “second thoughts are bhegt.” As 
faras we are concerned, we would rather thatthehymn should have 
been ons yee omitted, for Madame Goldschmidt’s version of it:is 
not grateful to us: the first movement is taken at an unnecessa- 
rily and absurdly slow pace, which gives it an incoherent and 
unmelodious (from the. want, .of peg, oe Aseneaenty) 
appearance, that affords but’ a meagte, notion of one of Mende. 
sohn’s most se sv thoughts ; : the Jast movement, “O for 
the wings of a dove,” is carried to the other extreme, being of too - 
rapid. a tetmpo;\and delivered in a style more boisterous than 
earnest. The centre movement, “The enemy shouteth,” was 
enetiny ly penne. The great vocalist delayed the commence- 
ment of thi e some moments as a powerful hint to that, 
portion ‘of the audience guilty of ‘atriving late: it’ was now 


| quired. 
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bordering upon half-past eight, and yet was the-centre of the 
Hall in a state of comparative confusion from the rustling of 
ladies to get to seats which should have been occupied long 
before ; after a slight lull, the annoyance seemed to increase, for 
the singer again came to a pause before the last. movement, and 
waited calmly erect before her auditory so long that the most 
obtuse person must have appreciated her intention, viz. that of 
extorting more respect for a sacred composition. We grant it 
would be difficult to comfortably dispose an aristocratic audience 
in Exeter-hall within half-an-hour of the doors opening, but we 
think that late visitors might enter between the pieces, instead of 
selfishly pushing their way onward at once to their seats, thereb 
distracting the attention of the audience and paying an ill compli- 
ment alike to the artist and the music. 

The power and completeness of the upper register of Jenny 
Lind’s voice was thoroughly displayed in the grand and trying 
song from Mozart’s Flauto Magico, which produced such a 
torrent of applause as is seldom heard: as if it were no effort to 
her, she gallantly came forward and repeated the last (and most 
trying) portion. 

A widely different vocal exhibition was the “‘ Ah, non credea,” 
the dreamy character of which was so beautifully preserved that 
in memory’s eye the broken-hearted somnambulist of the vill 
distinctly appeared, and we almost wondered how it was that the 
conductor and band were behind the vocalist, and that instead of 
a cottage and mill, a gigantic organ occupied the hire gga With 
a little more imagination, we might have vowed we saw the 
flowers drop from the fingers of the sleeping village maiden, so 
dramatically reposeful was the opening of this beautiful scene, 
A liquid cadenza of most gentle character, and an astonishingly 
prolonged shake, led to the conclusion of the andante, and the 
breathless silence which had ihr psti broken only by the plaint 
of Amina, was exchanged for shouts and cheers from every 
portion of the room. The following and final rondo, “Ah, non 
giunge,” was, of course, a tine display of brilliancy. 

An important feature in the programme of this concert was the 
sacred cantata’ by Herr Otto Goldschmidt, produced at the 
Nightingale Fund concert, consisting of the 130th Psalm and 
other passages from Scripture. We have already spoken of this 
composition, and a second hearing impresses us highly in favour 
of the whole work. There is a little too much repetition of 
distinct phrases (nothing, approaching imitation or fugue), but 
this repetition only occurs in one or two pieces, the whole work 
being evidently the production of a highly-talented musician. 
There are passages of very exceeding beauty and great feeling ; 
the writing is very pure, and the instrumentation alike legitimate 
and ingenious, e sincerely praise this work, and greatly regret 
that, on inquiry of. Herr Goldschmidt, we find there is no imme- 
diate prospect of its being published in England, for we were in 
hopes of being able to congratulate our provincial subscribers on 
their having something novel and good for the autumnal study. of 
their choral societies. The solo parts were sung by Madame Gold- 
schmidtand Mr. Lockey, and sung well. This istheonly sacredmusic 
which she has sung to our liking. Herr Goldschmidt conducted 
his composition, and took the chorale of Martin Luther, “ Aus 
tiefer Noth,” which is introduced, much too slowly. In other 
respects he discharged his duty very well, though he is not 
saa to the command of so formidable a choral and instrumental 


The pianoforte concerto in E flat, by the same composer, which 
was played by him at one of the Now Philharmonic ‘concerts, 
formed part of the programme. We believe we. spoke of it on 
that occasion, and, have merely to add that it was as well played 
and as well received. | 

In the first part Ernst played Spohr’s “ Concerto Drammatico,” 
(allegro, andante, and rondo, connected by recitative) very finely ; 
-his cadenza at the close was a treat to amateurs of the violin, and 
to lovers of music in general. We asked a little while ago for 
more of Spohr’s concertos: next season we trust they will be 


forthcoming. This is only the second..we have had during the’ 


countless. concerts of the last six months, and we can afford to 
hear more frequently the compositions of a great master for an 
instrument which he has made The tecullon study. 

The band was of the first. quality, and executed both of the 
overtures finely. The soprano chorus distinguished themselves in 
“* See all the lilies,” from Herr Goldschmidt’s psalm. ~ 
_ The Swedish Echo Song was about the musical leave- 
taking that Madame Goldschmidt could have chosen. As a vocal 


exhibition altogether, it is perhaps beneath notice, but the pro- 
longed and distant notes at the close, really seemed as if she had 
retired, and was, in the distance, sighing a lingering “ farewell.” 
When the last faint sound had ceased, the audience rose, cheered, 
waved hats, handkerchiets, books, opera-glasses ; did anything, in 
short, that was demonstrative of their wild enthusiasm, and Jenny 
Lind, after she had retired from the platform, was recalled to 
receive a renewal of the greeting, which she acknowledged, not 
only by bowing, but by waving her handkerchief to the excited 
assembly.

TO THE EDITOR OF THE MUSICAL GAZETTE. 

Srr,—Although your arrogant correspondent,“ G, 8. B.,” cowardly 
withdraws from the discussion he himself provoked, I cannot.allow the 
subject to pass by in the condition that. he fancies he. has left it,. It is, 
at all times, a matter of regret when personalities are allowed to creep 
into a correspondence’on any matter’ of mere ‘opinion; but “G, 8. B.”

But to the question of ‘* Equal Temperament,” ‘G. 8. B.” saya, ‘‘ that 
tt is not possible to so:divide the scale as to make all the keya equal.”

increasing use of the ‘miserable’ system (?) in question. In the 
account given of the new organ for St. Barnabas Church, Kensington, I 
read— The tuning is on the system of equal temperament.” Assuredly 
so good a judge as Mr. Walker, the builder, is of organ effects, would 
have protested against so important an instrument being rendered un- 
satisfactory by the use of any method of tuning at once “ miserable.” ‘I 
have not the least doubt but that “G. 8S. B.” did think, and may still 
do so, that the “new fangled notion” was only a whim that would soon 
find its level, and, like other questionable things, would speedily fall 
into disuse ; but we are frequently taught that our most strongly im- 
pressed opinions are as often doomed to vanish before the rising beams 
of some new light! For instance, who, a few years ago, would have 
dreamed that a blind-born being was destined to evidence to us the mar- 
vellous capabilities ‘of an: instrument but little superior to a penny 
whistle? Had such a wonder been foretold, even but a short time 
tinee, we should, in all probability, have exclaimed, with ‘ G. 8. B.,” 
‘Tt is not possible.” Yet, there stands Picco, an evidence that it is 
quite possible to produce a semitonic scale of some three octaves from an 
insignificant “ tibit,t” 9 ie Aermslitt| soarcély more pretentious than the 
ordinary signal pipe of our railway guards! In this discussion a very 
important question is raised—viz., are we to have the privilege of 
“roaming at will’ through the ranges of intricate harmony, without 
getting our ears lacerated by the furze bushes, such as we have, until 
these later years, had existing in the tuning of our organs? or must we 
be content to lend obedience to the significant notices we at once recog- 
nise in-'the hideous howlings of the old’ method? whivh svy to us, 
“Unless you are content to suffer the penalty of your temerity, “thus 
far shalt thou go, but.no farther.’’’ As to the assertion of “ G, S. B.,” 
that neither my fellow correspondent nor myself understand the subject 
respecting, which we) write, I shall only deem it worthy of remark\that, 
as far as I am concerned, it; seems that ““G, 8. B.’’ does not dare to 
accept my challenge;a pretty conclusive. proof that he is wot so sure 
that I “do not understand” thematter. I leave “W. C. F.” to 
answer for himself, if he thinks it requisite, I make no apology for 
what my letters may have. contained; I have merely statod favts that 
are notorious (and.as such the! theme of general admiration) ‘here. 
When the-question of progress is concerned,’ individual attachments to 
this or that regime are of little moment. The advancement of the 
interests of the musical art in all its branches should be the motiye 
power impelling its admirers to throw mere opinion to the winds when 
evidences prove to us the fallacy of what may have been our long and 
fondly cherished views. I will only further add that, as far as the organ 
is concerned, the system of ‘equal temperament” has already had an 
evidently material and beneficial influence upon the character’ of the 
music now available for that “‘king of instruments ;” and, therefore, as 
in this “refreshing change” I can recognise the presence of the motto” 
have adopted, I venture to indulge in feelings of exultation, and, with 
right hearty goodwill, I, for *fequal. temperament,” shout, ‘ Hip, hip, 
hip, hurrah!” I had almost forgotten to temark that if, as so assumed, 
“a fair proportion” of your readers “probably think with’ “G. 8, B,’ 
it is somewhat strange that not a single hand has been employed to 
wield the “ pen, that mighty inatrument of little men,” to assist him 
in the support of his theories !

And it is to the former letter of “G. 8S, B.” that I would refer for an 
adjustment of the matter; and I repeat, as I stated before, that your 
correspondent does talk of equal temperament (or the equalising plan) 


being “ pushed to the extreme.” 


I challenge anyone to deny it ; 


and as 


this is the falsehood imputed to me, I exculpate myself, as I am sure the 
whole of your subscribers will do (“ G. 8. B."” excepted). 


It is possible to tune an instrument exactly egual, but not exactly 
perfect—your correspondent seems to have confounded these two terms. 
‘There is an imperfection in eyery fifth upon all keyed-stringed instru- 
ments; it should be the office of tuners to scatter that imperfection 
equally through all the keys. None is perfect, but all are equal. 
Although I am not a practical tuner, it will be seen that I understand 


the subject no less, 


When we see a man openly accusing all around 


him with drunkenness, do we not infer that he Aimse/f is intoxicated ? 
Similarly, when a man (or perhaps an old woman) is ignorant, what is 
more likely than that he or she should impute that ignorance to others ?
